at the ueniumngnf each municipal year 
shall elect a city treasurer, a citv clerk, 
a judge of probate, a probate clerk, a 
colleclor of taxes, a filly solicitor, one 
assessor of taxes, und all such other 
cily or municipal officers provided for 
by the laws of I his State or otherwise 
as may be necessary or proper, and for 
the term provided by law; and they 
shall also elect from time to time all 
such ollicers as may be needful or 
proper to carry into execution 
the 


powers of said city unless the appoint- 
ment of such ollicers he prohibited or 
the mode of their election he otherwise 
specially prescribed b> law; and may 
provide by ordinance or otherwise for 
the election of such o'her otlicers as arc 
not hereinbefore designated, und shall 
hnve power to em ploy heads of depart- 
ments at.-rj ouch oilier olllcerd as they 
may see lit. They may delegate to the 
board of aldermen Ihe election of any 
ollicora not especially named or not by 
special act required to be elected by the- 
rein-escntativu council. 


Sec. IS. The representative council 


shall fix the salaries and define the 
duties of all city ollicers except as oth- 
erwise provided by law. The salaries 
shall he fixed before the election of the 
ollicers and shall uot be changed during 
Ihe term for which they are elected, 
but the salary of the mayor and mem- 
bers of tbe board of aldermen for the 
year commencing January 7,1907, shall 
be Used at the first meeting iu Janu- 
ary, 1907. 


Sec. 14. The representative council 


may. If two-thirds of all tbe members 
elected vote iu Ihe affirmative, remove 
for misconduct or Incapacity any officer 
except sucb as are elected by tbe 
people. 


Sec. 15. Tbe representative council 


sball have power to delegate to the 
board of aldeimen such ministerial 
powers as are by statute or by this 
charter conferred upon said representa- 
tive council. 


Sec. 16. I( sball be the duty of any 


officer or employee of the city at the' 
request of the representative council, 
iu accordance with any general rule or 
special vote of said body, to appear be- 
fore It and give such Information as It 
may require In relation to any matter, 
act or tbiug connected with bis office or 
employment.

Hoosevelt has addressed to the secre 
tary of war, who has promulgated thi 
same In a general order, a letter recit 
lug the achievements of the Japanese 
Admiral Togo, during the late war be- 
tween Japan and Kussiu, and repeating 
for the benefit of American soldiers aud 
sailors the address Issued by that ud 
miral upon the conclusion of the war 
The point of the president's letter is the 
necessity of keeping the personnel o 
the army aad navy at the highest pitch 
in time of peace in order to be prepared 
for war. 


The president's letter says that In the 


recent war in the East, Admiral Togo 
took his place among the great sei 
fighters of all time. 
"His message t 


the united squadron which he com 
mauded on the occasion of its dismissa 
at the close of the war is so note- 
worthy," says the president, "that 
deem it proper to have it inserted lu a 
general order of the department." The 
portion of the address of Admiral Togo 
quoted by the president follows: 


"The war of 20 months' duration is 


now a thing of the past, and our united 
squadron, having completed its func- 
tions, is t» be herewith dispersed. But 
our duties as naval men are not at all 
lightened for that reason. To preserve 
in perpetuity the fruits of this war, to 
promote to an ever greater height of 
prosperity (he fortunes of the country, 
the navy, which. Irrespective of peace 
or war, has to stand between the empire 
and shocks from abroad, must always 
maintain its strength at sea and must 
be prepared to meet any emergency. 


"This strength does not consist solely 


in ships mid armament; It consists also 
in material , ability 
to utilize such 


agents. When \veundcrstandthatone 
gun scoring 10(1 percent of bits is a 
match for 100 of the enemies' guns. each 
of which scores only 1 percent, it be- 
comes evident that we "sailors n list 
flave recourse bt-fore everything to (he 
•Iri-niUu wuicii ia over aud ab.ove ex- 
tarnai. 


"The trtnmpbs recently won by our 


navy are .arg,- y to he attributed to the 
habitual ITHMI u* nbicii enabled us to' 
garner the irmtn ol tne tignting.

ease and rest. A soldier's whole llfp is 
one continuous and unceasing battle.

bilities should vary with the slate of the 
times. In days of crisis be has lo dis- 
play his strenglh: in days of peace to 
accumulate it, thus perpetually ami 
uniquely discharging his duties to the 
full. 
, 


"If men calling -themselves sailors 


grasp lit the pleasures of peace, they 
will learn the lesson that, however line 
in appearance their engines of war. 
these, like a house built on sand, will 
fall at (lie first approach of the storm. 
When In ancient times we conquered 
Korea that country remained over 400 
years under our c-ontrol, only to be lost 
immediately so soon as our navy de- 
clined. Again, when under the sway of 
the Tokugawa in modern days "our 
armaments were neglected, the coming 
of n few American ships threw us Into 
distress. On the other hand, the British 
navy, which won the battles of (be Nile 
and of Trafalgar, not only made Eng- 
land as secure as a great mountain, but 
also, by henceforth carefully maintain- 
ing its strength and keeping it on a level 
with the world's progress, has safe- 
guarded that country's interest* and 
promoted Its fortunes. 


"Korsuch lessons, whether ancient or 


modern, occidental or Oriental, though 
to some extent they are the outcome of 
political happenings, must be regarded 
*» in the main the natural result of 
whether the soldier remembers war In 
the day of peace. We naval men who 
have survived the war must plan future 
developments and seek not to fall be- 
hind the progress of the times. If, keep- 
Ing the instructions of our sovereign 
ever graven on our hearts, we serve 
earnestly and diligently and. putting 
forth our full strength, await what the 
hour may bring forth, we shall the-n 
have discharged our great duty of per- 
petually guarding our country."

The tinanghai riots uhii-ii Imve nl- 


talned Mich holuruty piobnlily had

{in China), "Soveieign rights" is go- 
lug to be a popular expression there, 
and i- being used by tbe press in every 
part of ihe empire. In ujy own expe- 
rience of ihe -South aud Went I never 
beard it used, and doubt if it would 
have conveyed anything to the people 
-or average ofliciil. It 
is especially 


noteworthy that the reforms uiont ar- 
dently advocated by tbe Western ador- 
ers of China, such as the adoption of 
the gold ftandard, the piovisioi,s of tbe 
Mackay treaty and other reforms cal- 
culated in fuither international trade 
are uot being carried out. The sugges- 
tions of Professor Jeuks, for instance, 
as to currency reform have been abso- 
lutely rejected, and a retrograde step, 
from the Western point of view, has 
been taken in the adoption of the t-tel, 
which will supersede the dollar and 
sycee alike. 


Bui undoubtedly the most Important 


of Ihe recent developments iu China's 
attitude to the Wcct is her successful 
boycott of American 
manufactures. 


This is, of course, the counterblast to 
Chinese exclusion from ttie Unitrt 
States.^ 


President Roosevelt frankly admits 


that America has "come far" short o: 
her duty towards the people of China.' 
The most elementary rules not merely 
of liit'-'ruational courtesy bin of justice 
have been outraged in this matter. The 
Chinese minister at Washington, in a 
paper read at Chicago, made some preg- 
nant observations ou this point. He 
spoke of the regrettable murder of Am- 
erican missionaries, but reminded his 
audience that China is not the only 
Power which cannot always suppress 
mob violence, aud that she usually pun- 
ishes such crimes. 
He averred lhat 


more Chinese subjects have been mur- 
dered iu the Ouited States in the last 
twenty .five years than all the Ameri- 
cans ever killed iu Cblua, aud that he 
could recall uo instance where punish- 
rneut had been meted out. 
Thia is a 


very serious iudiclmeut, aud one which 
should uot be permitted logo unchal- 
lenged. Its effect, wheu repeated iu the 
Chiuo-Japauese press, la uot hard to 
imagine.

It may be noted in pass- 
ing that a Japanese writer has frankly 
remarked that our alliance with bis 
country is a sign of our decadence. 
However that may be, we are pledged 
to respect Ihe sovereignty of China aud 
her territorial integrity, and our first 
experience under ihene new conditions 
is her refusal to sign the Anglo-Tibetan 
treaty. 
Wemust obtain the adhcicnce 


ol China, as Hit- suzerain of Tibet, to 
any arrunyemt-nt made with that coun- 
try, and bbe objects strongly to some of 
Ihe provisions. When they were drawn 
up Ohma's possible tft)jectiou wa's uot 
regarded as a serious contingency, but 
it is 'rile '•< I'l'ink ihe fart thai we can- 
imt an> longtri ov<.,.Kk' hei in a mailer 
which b.i.ctits ht-i a.iertrrito so clotely.
